No committal services were exccut- 
j cd at the grave. 
There 
were no 
i mourners and no tears were shed. Roy 
Sumners’ best friend on e^rth, 
his 
mother, was not at his 
grave side 
when he was consigned to everlasting 
rest. 
A bouquet of beautiful dowers 
found a resting place on 
the 
plain 
black casket. 
- Roy Sumner was, in the opinion of 
the people, scandalously 
treated by 
his own flesh and blood. 
His father 
denied his son a respectable burial. 
His mother, who lives apart from the 
boy’s father, was not 
in a financial 
condition to take care of the body. 
Shot down in cold blood, left to die 
alone at the hospital, deserted by bis 
own father and buried by strangers in 
a town away from his birth, was the 
brief but sad finish of the young man. 
His mother, who has liquidatel all 
expenses relative to the burial, did not 
see fit to remain and see the boy bu­ 
ried. 
‘‘Let everything be as quiet and 
unostentatious as possible,” she said 
to Coroner Hoar. 
“ I have arranged.”

The more one contemplates it, the more astounding is the impudence 
displayed by the Light Trust in its announcement 
of a

last month during which it was to enjoy a monopoly of the field. Not even 
for policy’s sake would the trust make this reduction until practically the 
last hour of its opportunity to plunder. W hat more striking proof of the 
value of competition than the fact that upon the day and hour of its intro­ 
duction official announcement of a 25 per cent 
reduction 
in 
prices 
is 
made! 
And there are in this city many people who yesterday were crying out 
against the robbery of the Light Trust, who are today running back and 
forth between it and the Independent company seeking a shade of *4 of a 
cent per 1,000 watts either way, and not caring which way. 
This is the 
policy of “every man for himself,” but men who cannot, in the light of 
past experiences, see any further than the ends of their noses, are entitled 
to “the devil for us all” results of a short sighted greed . To gain a tem­ 
porary advantage of Va of a cent, they would tie up with the old com­ 
pany that, by its recent reduction of 2y 2 cents, has confessed to a long­ 
standing robbery of at least that much. Suppose they get that ^ of a 
cent for a year, and that thereafter the Independent company resents this 
petty piggishness and goes out of business? Then, for 20 years, that same 
man who made the % of a cent per 1,000 watts for a year, will be rob­ 
bed of 2l/ 2 cents per 1,000 watts for 20 years, or a total of 25 cents per 1,000 
watts of his annual consumption for 20 years. 
Figure that up, and see what it amounts to to each of you. A house 
and lot to many of you; a horse and buggy to the smallest light user of all! 
And every man who enters into a “dicker” with the old light trust de­ 
serves to get just what the Light Trust intends to give him—light at rea­ 
sonable prices until competition is “eliminated”—and then h—ll!

T H E THRUST OF A TRUST. 


That was a pretty “hot shot” that the Armour fines “handed” 
the 
interstate commerce commission 
the other day. The attorney for 
the 
Beef Trust told the president of the commission that ‘it,” which proved 
to mean everything about the Beef Trust, was none of the affair of 
the 
commission. He said that his company would brook no inquiry into its 
private affairs, and he declined to answer any questions that might throw 
light on the existence or non existence of a “trust,” or to say anything 
likely to prove whether or not a conspiracy existed to defeat the purposes 
of existing laws. And the poor old commission sweat a little blood, and 
learned what it could (which was nothing), and that constituted the entire 
result of the “inquiry.” 
And some people are saying that to clothe this commission with fur­ 
ther power would be an “outrage” upon the railroads and the trusts and 
those worthy “pioneers of civilization” that are robbing the mighty Am­ 
erican public on every article of commerce made 
and 
transported 
for 
their use.. And railroad satellites are writing the “news” that the Esch- 
Townsend bill is “regarded” as one of the “most dangerous and atrocious’* 
bills that ever came before congress. It certainly is “dangerous” to the 
burglars of monopoly whose jimmies and dark lanterns it proposes to con­ 
fiscate. 


AS TO TH E KELLY “ALLEGATIONS.” 


A fellow known as N. C. Kelly, formerly of La Crosse, now of Los 
Angeles, California, recently was divorced from his wife here on 
some 
“statutory” pretext or another. There was no real ground for the divorce 
so far as he was concerned, excepting his desire to escape the responsi­ 
bilities resting upon every man who has a wife and family dependent 
upon him.

W ithout stating the known purpose of Kelly’s conduct we say that the se­ 
quence of events was such as to make honest people rebel at the “put-
